Text of the winning editorial, 
entitled ‘‘La Raza’’ follows: 

“‘after years of suppressive 
denial, the Chicano has risen 
decisively to demand his equal 
role in society, to ask for rights 
that he. shouldn’t - but does 
~ have to ask for, 

“The Chicano asks only for a 
voice in his own education. His 
requests are not unreasonable, 
In fact, they are well-founded on 
a legitimate grievance, that is, 
years of educational neglect. He 
asks the right to know himself, 
to be a functioning part of his 
own education process, 

“His demands include the hir- 
ing of Chicano teachers, coun- 
selors, and administrators, the 
formation of an actuation center 
staffed with tutors available to 
all students, mention of Chicano 
culture in required history cour- 
ses and the evaluation of all 
Standardized testing for lan- 
guage, cultural, or economic 


bias, He also asks that our 
teachers spend in-service train- 
ing acquainting themselves with 
the problems of the Chicano stu- 
dent, For such a significant 
minority, these demands do not 
seem to be out of proportion, 

“Though the Chicano may not 
realize it, he speaxs not only for 
himself, but for other disenfran- 
chised students as well, The 
board stated that the recommen- 
dations of the Chicano/Mexican- 
American committee ‘“‘were in 
the main consistent with the gen- 
eral goals and objectives de- 
veloped by the board and also 
the recommendations of the mi- 
norities committee presented to 
the board in January of 1971,”’ 
The realization of those demands 
by the Board will provide better 
educational opportunities for all 
students in the district. 


“‘But these demands still make 
an unavoidable appeal to today’s 
Anglo-oriented school system to 
show some concern for the Chi- 
cano student, The Chicano feels 
that he is not receiving his “‘piece 
of the pie.’” There is a strong need 
to allow him to gain a personal 
sort of possession of this process 
that affects his life so deeply, 
the process of his own education, 
Without the understanding of the 
school and its staff, he is frus- 
trated; thus, we sat on a powder 
keg that might have momentarily 
exploded, It almost aid, 


“‘The board’s resDonse toeach 
of the ten major recommenda- 
tions submitted by the Chicano/ 
Mexican-American committee

Thomas Burton Sr, will be 100 
years old this week, 

The 20 year Upland resident 
celebrated his century of life at 
a large family dinner and open 
house at his home,

POMONA ~- An impor- 
tant step has been taken 
in drama education art 
California State Poly- 
technic College, oo 
Voorhis, Pomona withthe 
establishment of a bach- 
elor of arts degree pro- 
gram in that field, re~ 
cently announced by Dr, 
Robert C, Kramer, col- 
lege president, 

The Cal Poly drama 
program has been offered 
as an option in the lan- 
guage arts major for the 
past six years, but be- 
cause of increased en- 
rollment and its reputa- 
tion for excellence, the 
full major in drama has 
been approved commenc- 
ing with the summer 
quarter beginning July 3, 

Dr, Albert J, Aachen- 
brenner, dean of the 
School of Arta, describes 
the new program as one 
designed to prepare stu- 
dents for three basic dra- 
ma operational areas; 
professional careers in 
drama and theater pro- 
duction; directing and op- 
eration of community 
theater plants and tech- 
nical theater functions; 
and teaching drama in 
secondary schools, 


Ralph ©, Mc Cormic, 
chairman of the drama 
program emphasizes that 
the degree curriculum not 
only includes theory but 
also allows opportunity 
for laboratory applica- 
tion through an extensive 


workshop program and 
independent production 
work, 


McCormic also points 
out that course content 
covers intensive studies 
in history of the theater 
and dramatic literature, 
and that the production 
program provides for the 
presentation of works 
from the various histor- 
ical periods in dramaand 
from the various modes 
of dramatic literature, 

Prior to proposing the 
new degree program, 
drama faculty members 
Dr, James L. Martin, Dr, 
Robert L., Gilbert and Ri+ 
chard F, Melo, along with 
Mc Cormic, conducted ex- 
tensive surveys in regard 
to various aspects of dra- 
ma education, The sur- 
veys showed that although 
Ll other state colleges 
are offering, or have pro- 
posed, degree programs 
in drama, no institution 
of higher learning, pub- 
lic or private, in the im- 
mediate vicinity of Cal 
Poly, Pomona currently 
offers a comparable de- 
gree program, 

Other information ob- 
tained from a survey of 
more than 300 _ high 
schools in the state in- 
dicated a need for drama 
majors in the larger high

on Feb, 15, Last week 
the first major arrests 
were made because of 
the group, as two Mira 
Loma men were caught 
allegedly selling large 
amounts of heroin in the 
Chino area, 


The cities of Riverside 
and San Bernardino were 
granted admittance into 
WETIP during a regular 
business meeting at the 
new Glendora Civic Cen- 
ter, before WETIP coor- 
dinating chairman Bill 
Brownell of Ontario op- 
ened the meeting to ques- 
tions from the public, 


Because the program 
is set up to offer cash 
awards to anonymous in- 
formers providing infor- 
mation on the identity of 
drug pushers in the area 
through a secret tip line 
secretary working from 
an unknown location, one 
member of the Central 
Task Force asked if 
members of the Central 
Task Force could assume 
the same type of anony- 
mity. 


Brownell explained the 
news media were ‘“‘en- 
titled to know what we 
are doing,’® but said it 
would probably be the last 
meeting open to the pub- 
lic, 

Wednesday’s meeting 
included the showing of 
a film explaining WETIP 
and entering around the

Brownell said, ‘‘We 
now have more than one 
enemy, Before we had 
just drug pushers, Now we 
have the _ professional 
politician who would sell 
his soul to secure the 
18-year-old vote by ad- 
vocating the legalization 
of marijuana,”’ 

Paul Treadway, a 
teacher at Imperial 
Junior High School told of 
plans to conduct a drug 


Symposium at his school, 
and advocated involving 
community .youth in the 
operation of the program, 
He said he could nat see 
youth’s involvement be- 
coming any more dan- 
gerous than it is now, 
“His life is being played 
with already,” he added, 

A man in the audience, 
Stating he was an ex-ad- 
dict, objected, saying, ‘‘I 
can dig on these youth 
groen deals but leave 
WETIP out of it, As 
far as carrying banners 


around, that’s a had 
scene,” 
Deak Preble, re- 


presenting the Glendora 
Chamber of Commerce 
said, “Youth should be 
educated, informed about 
the WETIP program and 
allowed to participate in 
an anonymous way astip- 
sters if they want,”’ 

The ex-addict agreed, 
asking, ““‘Do we want a 
WETIP or do we want a 
fan club?”’ 

fi was decided youth 
would not be involved in 
the program on an indi- 
vidual basis at all, how- 
ever youth groups would 
be educated and informed 
about WETIP, 

A proposal to sponsor 
a poster campaign for 
youth in the area was 
also defeated because in- 
dividual names would be 
involved in the contest, 

It was reported that 
WETIP, now in its 17th 
week of operation had re- 
ceived 68 “‘sincere calls, 
which were forwarded to 
13 cities, John Futscher 
of the San _ Bernar- 
dino County Sheriff’s sta- 
tion said two major ar- 
rests were made on 
March 3 as a result of a 
tip through the program, 

The fact that the West 
End’s WETIP program 
has caused some concern, 


Brownell said, “To 
legalize marijuana would 
be to open up Pandora’s 
box.”” He said WETIP 
is no longer concerned 


with “‘one type of mari- 
juana as professionals 
would indicate,’” but with 
American grown mari- 
juana, a harsh Viet- 


namese product, hashish, 
and marijuana soaked in 
opium, 

Judge Roland C, Rut- 
ledge of West Valley 
Municipal Court told the 
group five to 7 1/2 per- 
cent of the United States 
population should not 
drink because they can- 
not handle it, The Amer- 
ican Medical Assn, says 
alcohol is the fifth 
greatest killer in the U.S, 
today, he reported, “‘I 
would no more advocate 
legalizing marijuana than 
1 would advocate making 
it legal to give a five- 
year-old kid beer andex- 
pecting him to grow up 
without a_ taste for 
liquor,”’ 

Rutledge continued, “‘If 
we have a killer here, 
it iS no argument to me 
we should create another 
killer’’ at the same level, 

He said no one could 
convince a judge who 
“works at a grass roots 
level’’ and sees cases by 
the dozens daily, ‘‘Don’t 
do it,’ he warned, “‘You 
are just adding to so- 
ciety’s problems, not 
curing them,”’ 

During the meeting it 
was explained WETIP 
would not utilize federal 
funds of any kind, and if 
possible would not be- 
come involved in any way 
with state or county agen- 
cies except for the police 
department, “‘The mo- 
ment you have the federal 
government involved, you 
have a collar around your 
neck, you are ona leash,”’ 
said Brownell,

INVESTMENT CREDIT 


One of the most attrac- 
tive aspects of the new 
tax law concerns rein- 
Statement of the invest- 
memt tax credit, The 
credit is a special bene- 
fit to induce taxpayers 
to step up purchases of 
eligible property (usually 
depreciable machine 
and ae whic 
hopeful will stimulate 
the nea economy, 

The tax credit of uy 
to 7% actually reduces 
a taxpayer’s liability for 
the year in whichthecre- 
dit is earned, The ef- 
fect, therefore, is the 
same as ifthe government 
had paid up to 7% of the 
cost of the equipment! 
Following are some high- 
lights of the new law. 





Eligible property in- 
cludes machinery, equip- 
mem, elevators, ‘escala- 
tors, and other tangible 
depreciable property ex- 
elusive of buildings and 
structural . components, 
All new property quali- 
fies, as does used pro- 
perty with a cost of up 
to $50,000 per year, Un- 
used credits are subject 
to Carryback or carry- 
forward, Horses qualify 
for the credit but, 
generally, not othertypes 
of livestock, There are 
Special provisions which 
allow the lessee to claim 
the credit rather than the 
lessor, 

The credit is allowable 
only for property ordered 
after March 31, 197i, or 
acquired after August 15, 
1971, 


The allowable credit is 
computed by multiplying 
7% times the full cost 
of the property, if the 
useful life of the property 
is seven years or more, 
Only two-thirds of the
